The Dem ocrats of the House Refuse Pro­ 
tection to a G reat Industry.

W a sh in g t o n, July 10th .— The tariff de­ 
bate in the House late this afternoon was 
one of the liveliest of the session and the 
political effect of which will be far-reach­ 
ing. The clause reducing the tax on raisins 
from 2 cents to 11 cents per pound was 
taken up. Yandever of California offered 
an amendm ent restoring the duty to 2 
cents. H e called the attention of the Dem­ 
ocrats to the seriousness of the step they 
were about to take. The raisin industry iu 
California was one of the most important 
in the State. It had been said that this re­ 
daction did not am ount to much, when in 
fact it would am ount to more than $150,000 
a year. He did not believe that the Demo­ 
crats, if they thoroughly understood the 
situation, would insist upon the reduction. 
The treatment meted out to California so 
far had been anything but justice. It 
would seem a pity that that State was 
separated by the Territories from the rest 
of the Union. 
Did an ocean instead 
roll between them —did the Spanish flag, 
instead of the stars and stripes, boat above 
California’s soil, they might reasonably 
hope for better things. This proposed re­ 
duction from two cents to one and one-half 
per pound, he said, was a direct blow at a 
prom inent industry of California, and a 
severe one. The producers of raisins in 
his district were small landowners. It 
was like striking a blow at the homestead 
and comforts of home. 
It practically 
amounts to iust as much as a robbery of 
the farmers. The majority of this House 
could not assurm^a more unfortunate posi­ 
tion than the present one, favoring as it 
does foreign products at the expense of 
home products. 


m'k ENXA’s PLEA FOB HOME 1NDUSTEY 
McKenna followed and made strong plea 
for Vandever’s amendment. 
He said he 
hoped the amendment would be adopted. 
The industry needed it and must have it, 
or else it would perish. He appealed to the 
Democrats of the House to support it. 
He 
believed they could be loyal to their party 
and yet support the amendment. 
He 
thought there must be some limitation for 
both protectionists and tariff reformers. 
This industry, being a new and difficult 
one, demanded consideration. 
He showed 
that experiment and toil had to be gone 
through with and markets found for the 
product, all of which took time and capital. 
H e said that imported raisins varied in 
price from 10 to 30 cents per pound, and 
the domestic from 5 to 40 cents. 
He ex­ 
pected that this years’ production of Cali­ 
fornia raisins would be 150,000 boxes. The 
duty, he thought, ought to be kept at 2 
cents per pound, and declared it to be for 
the interest of the Democrats, if they 
wished to consider political reasons, to 
support the amendment. 


BIGGS AKGÜE6 FOR LOW DUTY. 
Representative Biggs declared that he 
was in favor of protecting raisins aud 
everything of the kind produced on the 
Pacific coast, and therefore supports the 
Mills’ bill, which he thought was bitter 
protection, since it does awey with the 
pernicious damage rebate. There was no 
ten per cent, damage uuder this bill, and 
the protection thus offered would soon en­ 
able the United States to supply the world 
with raisins. 
MORROW REPLIED TO T11E BUTTE STATESMAN. 
Mr. Morrow, in answer to Biggs, said 
that the proposed reduction was to give the 
product at cheaper prices, but that could 
not be dune without ruining the industry. 
In a new industry like raisins, the growing 
of a vineyard needs from four to live years' 
care, with no returns to the grower during 
that time, and he failing in debt. 
He de­ 
clared such to be the condition of the rai­ 
sin industry in California to-day, and the 
reduction would destroy th e,small margin 
of profit now enjoyed. 
W hen the Demo­ 
crats came to rice, they would retain the 
one hundred per cent, protection. 
But 
raisins they would reduce twenty-five per 
cent. Was that just? 
Both were neces­ 
sary for good pudding, lie said most of the 
raisin-growers of California are poor and 
struggling lor existence against Spain and 
Southern Europe. 
McMillan of Tennessee spoke of the 
benefit, that would result by the abolish­ 
ment of the damage rebate. 
Morrow here intenupted and said that 
the damage on raisins was too small to be 
considered a factor in the case. 


FELTON STANDS UP. 
Felton said that a great deal had been 
utteied regarding the depressed condition 
of American agriculture, and he declared 
it to be due to competition at home, and 
said we ccnld not afford to compete with 
Europe. The duty on raisins and other 
products should therefore be maintained. 


THOMPSON DODGES THE ISSUE. 
The amendment wus defeated by a vote 
of C7 to 77. The position of active hostility 
to the maintenance of the tariff assumed by 
Briggs, and his vote against it, is taken as 
significant of the way he will vote on the 
wool clause. Thompson was ubsent, al­ 
though it was a w ell-k D o w n fact that the 
raisin clause would be taken up to-day. 


CAPITAL FOR REPUBLICANS. 
McKenna said that to-day's action in the 
House insured the carrying of the State in 
the November election by the Republicans.

After the sugar clause was disposed of in 
the House yesterday, the clause reducing 
the tax on Sum atra tobacco-wrappers wa3 
reached, and on the request of Congress­ 
man Vance, of Connecticut, was passed 
over. This action was a surprise to many, 
and conclusions of all kinds were drawn. 
Vance gave no excuse for the request, but 
it was made in a way which clearly showed 
that he had no fear of an objection from 
Mills. Upon investigation quite a lively 
little fight was found to be in progress be­ 
tween Vance and the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee. This is the 
first tim e that Vance has served in Con­ 
gress, but his activity as a protectionist has 
made Mills hate him as cordially as he 
does Sam Randall. 
Vance has made a hard light ail through 
agaiust the Mills bill, and has again and 
again warned the Democratic majority of 
the Ways and Means Committee that to 
carry out its provisions on tobacco would 
be to make Democratic defeat iu Connecti­ 
cut certain. One by one Mills has con­ 
sented to the amendm ents offered 
by 
Vance, but when the latter came forward 
and asked that the tax on Sumatra wrap­ 
pers be left alone he peremptory declined. 
Vance made a Hying trip down home 
the 
other 
day, 
and 
came 
back 
more 
frightened 
than 
ever 
about 
the prospect of losing the State. 
He 
went to the Democrats of the Ways and 
Means Committee and told them that he 
had been down home visiting among the 
tobacco men of the State, and they were 
making a big howl about the change in 
the tax on Sumatra wrappers. The passage 
of the bill in that shape, he said, would 
simply mean the destruction of business 
throughout his State and the consequent 
destruction of any chance the Democrats 
might have of carrying the State next fall. 
But Mr. Mills, losing his temper, said he'd 
be d—d if the change should be made. 
The case was passed over yesterday, in 
the hope of having the matter settled 
amicably and without having a fight on the 
floor of the House between the two wings 
of the Democratic party. 
Mills says now that Vance is a meddle­ 
some crank, and Vance returns the com­ 
plim ent by calling the leader of his own 
party a big-headed fool.

Vigorous Attack 
Fisheries Treaty. 
[Copyright. l*v£'3, l>y the California .1 stotiat"l Press.] 


W a sh in g t o n, July 10th.—In the open 
executive session of the Senate to-day Hoar 
of Massachusetts made a speech in opposi­ 
tion to the Canadian Fisheries Treaty. The 
Kepublicau Senators listened to him with 
attention. His criticism on the treaty in 
general terms was in the following lan­ 
guage : 
It does not afford a redress of 
grievances; it does not provide against a 
recurrence of the cause? of complaint in 
future; it concedes valuable rights which 
ought not to be surrendered ; it gains no 
valuable rights which we do not po;sess; it 
negotiates in regard to matters which, un­ 
der special circumstances, should not be a 
subject of negotiation ; it fails to negotiate 
and bring into settlement matters which 
peremptorily demand settlem ent; it gets 
much less than it is worth for what it pro­ 
poses to give, and much less than Canada 
had already shown her willingness to p ay ; 
it leaves us in a much worse attitude lor 
future negotiation ; it shows an utter want 
of appreciation for the national value of 
our fisheries, and in respects in which they 
are im portant. And it shows an 


utter in s e n s ib il it y to n a t io n a l h o n o r. 
Dignity and character. The whole tone of 
the negotiation is feeble, spiritless, ignoble 
and timid. 
American vessels by the hun­ 
dred are ^seized, insulted, harassed, vexed 
and dishonored. The American flag is 
hauled down from an American masthead; 
American mariners in foreign ports are 
subjected to treatm ent wbich our Demo­ 
cratic Secretary of State declares is “ outra­ 
geous,” “ brutal,” “ inhum an,” “ inhospit­ 
able.” 
All this is done to bully us to put 
fish on our freelist, that the fishery, marine 
and naval strength of our rival may grow, 
aud our fishing marine and r.ava! nursery 
may dwindle and decay ; and when the 
Senate of the United States is considering 
what to do about it, the Senator from Ala­ 
bama tells us these sailors of ours are few- 
ill number, and that the question between 
putting fish on the free list and war with 
Great Britain is a very dangerous issue. 
"ARE WE CHINA, 
That opium is to be forced into our markets 
at the point of British bayonets or at the 
mouth of British cannon ? The solid South 
is represented in this body by 34 votes. 
They are all Democrats save ore. and bis 
seat is soon to be filled by a Democratic 
successor. Of that 34, 29 have inserted in 
the official catalogue of the Senate, as their 
title to honorable remembrance, a state­ 
ment of distinguished service in an attempt 
to destroy their country' and bring its proud 
tiag in dishonor to the dust. They are 
fond of telling us that all that is changed 
now. They say that ii the country should 
ever be in peril again, if the flag be menaced 
anew, whether it be from a foreign foe or 
domestic malice, it shall find no readier 
and braver defenders that among the men 
who stood in arms against it. 
I, for one. 
have never questioned their sincerity. I 
do not question it now.” 
At 5 o’clock Senator Hoar finished his 
speech, having spoken four hours and a 
quarter. In conclusion he read the report 
of Sir John Tupper to the Canadian Gov­ 
ernm ent, wherein it appeared that the 
treaty was the result of an agreement be­ 
tween the Presideut and Secretary Bayard 
to assist England’s prospects. 
Senator Gray acted as the representative 
of the Administration, and asked questions 
during the speech. 
Mr. Hoar's speech was abundant in illus­ 
tration, statistics and historical detail, and 
its delivery occupied the entire session of 
the Senate. 


A BAD ATTACK. 


Congressman 
K andall 
Seized W ith a 
Sudden aud Dangerous Illness.

W ashington, July 10th.—Representative 
Randall was taken seriously sick last night 
with hemorrhage of the bowels. 
It was a 
recurrence of an old trouble. 
Last winter 
he had a surgical operation performed and 
was confined to his bed for some time, but 
was supposed to have entirely recovered, 
until the attack of last night. 
For nearlv 
two weeks past Mr. Randall has been com­ 
plaining, but nothing was thought of the 
matter until yesterday morning, however. 
He did not come down to breakfast until 
late, when he dressed and attempted to go 
to the Capitol, being anxious to be present 
and take part in the debate on the sugar 
clause in the Mills bill. 
He started to the 
Capitol shortly before noon, but was forced 
to return home and go to bed. 
His family 
wanted to send for a physician, but he said 
it was unnecessary. Shortly after midnight, 
he was suddenly taken much worse, and 
his young son sent for a physician. 
Doctor 
Mallen, being the nearest one, was called 
in, and succeeded in temporarily relieving 
Mr. Randall of pain aud carrying him be 
yond t lie} crisis. For over an hour, how 
ever, it was a question of very serious 
doubt whether the patient would recover or 
not. 
This morning he was much improved, 
but at 5 o’clock this afternoon he had an­ 
other attack, and Dr. Mallen was again 
called in. This time the family concluded 
to send tor Mr. Randall’s family physician, 
I)r. Martin, who is in Boston. 
He was tel­ 
egraphed to come to-night, if possible. 
In response to an inquiry made at the 
house tliis afternoon. Mrs. Lancaster, his 
married daughter, 3aid that there is eveiy 
reason to believe that Mr. Randall will 
goon be all right. 
Although the news of Mr. Randall’s ill­ 
ness w.t- nof published tiII this afternoon, 
it quickly rprs j-i about the Capita’, .not a 
very large num ber of political friends 
called to inquire about his condition. The 
family affect to believe that he is in no 
danger, but Dr. Mallen admitted to-night 
that his case is quite a serious one.

W a sh in g t o n, July 10th.—The present 
duty on raisins is 2 cents per pound. Mills’ 
tariff bill proposes a duty of 1 j cents, a re­ 
duction of one-half cent. Shippers declare 
that the crop ot Spanish raisins will be a 
large one, with low prices. Under this cir­ 
cumstance even the present duty is consid­ 
ered an inadequate protection for the raisin- 
growers of the Pacific coast. 
In this connection attention is called to 
the significant assertions of R. B. Blowers, 
a prominent raisin-grower of the coast, 
who says : ” Tinkering the tariff is rain­ 
ing the business of raisin-making in Cali­ 
fornia. W hen the tariff on raisins was re­ 
duced before, it crippled the industry. 
I 
took up a large portion of my raisin vine­ 
yard then and converted it into an alfalfa 
patch, and another part of it I grafted with 
table grapes. From the alfalfa tract I will 
get from ten to thirteen tons per acre. I 
am getting ready to take up the rest of my 
raisin vineyard in anticipation of another 
reduction of the tariff in the interest of the 
Spanish raisin-grower, for another redac­ 
tion will kill the business here. 
We can 
barely make a profit now during an aver­ 
age year, but if there should be a good 
crop in Spain and a poor one here, we 
would not make a cent after payingjfreight 
to Eastern markets, wbich is several times 
as much as the foreign producer has to 
pay. 
The foreign raisiu-maker would, 
therefore, drive us out of the m arket.”

W a sh in g t o n, July 10th.—The Senate this 
morning passed a resolution offered by 
Senator Sherman, directing the Finance 
Committee to investigate in connection 
with the tariff' such measures as may be 
deemed expedient to set aside all agree­ 
ments, trusts or combinations between per­ 
sons or corporations which tend to prevent 
free competition in the production, m anu­ 
facture or sale of articles of domestic 
growth or production, or the sale of articles 
imported into the United States, or which, 
against public policy, tend to foster mo­ 
nopoly or advance the cost of the neces­ 
saries of life. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of the fishery treaty, and was ad­ 
dressed by Hoar in opposition to it. His 
speech occupied the entire session. 
T lie Houme. 
W a sh in g t o n, July 10th.—After the read­ 
ing of the journal, the House to-day went 
into C om m itteof the Whole on the tariff 
bill, the pending amendment being that of­ 
fered by Nuttling restoring the existing 
rale of duty ou starch. 
Hopkins of Illinois moved to strike from 
the definition of uncleaued rice the words, 
“ rice free of the outer hull.” 
Greer of Iowa and Bayne of Pennsyl­ 
vania criticised the committee for placing 
the farm products of the East and West 011 
the free list and imposing a duty of 100 per 
cent, upon rice, a product of the South. 
The amendment was rejected. 
W arner of Missouri offered an amend­ 
m ent fixing the duty on cleaned rice 
at one-half cent per pound. 
Rejected. 
On motion of McMillan of Tennessee the 
duty on rice flour and rice meal was fixed 
at 15 per cent, ad valorem. 
Buutelle offered an amendment fixing the 
rate of duty on dextrine, burnt starch, gum 
substitute or British gum at three cents a 
pound. 
Rejected. 
Vandever of California moved to in­ 
crease the duty on raisins from 1* to 2 cents 
per pound, the present duty. The raisin 
industry was, he said, of recent origin in 
California. Three years ago the produc­ 
tion in that State was 300,000 twenty-pound 
boxes. 
Last year it was 800,000 boxes. 
This year 15 GÓ0 acres were pnt iu raisin 
grapes, producing 1,500,000 boxes, valued 
at not less than $3,000,000. 
McKenna earnestly supported the am end­ 
m ent and appealed "to the Democratic side 
to allow it to go through. 
Biges of California contended that the 
industry would be as well protected under 
the reduction made by the Mills bill as 
now. 
Morrow of California said that the in- 
«lustry was a new one, in which a large 
amount of capital had been invested, and 
he feared a reduction of the 1 uty would be 
injurious. 
Felton of California urged the adoption 
of the amendment, as being in the interest 
of agriculture. 
The amendment was rejected—67 to 77 
On motion of McMillan, an amendment 
was adopted fixing the rate of duty on flax, 
hackled, known as dressed line, at $1 per 
ton. 
l’helps moved to increase from 25 to 40 
per cent, ad valorem the duty on flax and 
linen thread, twine aud pack-thread and 
the manufactures of flax. 
Pending action the House took a reeess 
till 8 p m., the evening session to be for the 
consideration of the bill granting the right 
of way to a railroad company through the 
Indian reservation.

MRS. NORTON DENOUNCES HER HUSBAND. 
W hile Moore was out of the hotel this 
morning, in charge of an officer, Mrs. Nor­ 
ton talked freely to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
and said something which has caused much 
surprise and give rise to much doubt to 
many of Norton’s friends. The madatue is 
reported to have said :

W hen he was sick I never left his 
bedside, but watched him day after day, 
and night after night, nutil 1 was almost 
wasted away. Then those^statements, that 
Moore had been visiting our house daily, 
are most malicious lies. 
W hy, he has uot, 
during the three months we lived there, 
set foot within my house. 
Then those 
stories that we had "stolen Norton’s money 
are just simply awful. I have not one cent 
of Norton’s money, and he knows it. 
He 
knows

never 
had 
his 
money. 
I 
have about $3,500 of my own money, 
which is all I have, and our arrest on a 
charge of grand larceny, in stealing $20,­ 
000, is preposterous.” 
“ Would you object to return to St. 
Louis?” was asked of Mrs. Norton. 
“ 1 do not want to go back, if I can help 
it, for I am afraid of Norton, but if the 
officers say so we will, of course, go.” 
" W hat will your friends there think of 
this escapade?” 
“ I don’t care much what they think of 
me. A great many of them have turned 
against me anyway. I am not living tor 
the world so much now as for m y own 
happiness 
I am sorr.v we are in this 
trouble, but it will come out all right.”

THE FBIESD OF LABOR. 


In the strike riots of 1877 in Indian­ 
apolis the railroad strikers to a man 
recognized General Harrison as the Lest 
and stanchest friend of labor awl the 
law ; of high wages and order. 
H e it 
was who went before the mediation com­ 
m ittee and had the courage to say that 
the men striking for better pay ought to 
have it. 
He would not countenance any 
disorder or unlawful procedure or inter­ 
ruption of rights, but he hoped that the 
employers would make concessions to the 
men 
And this manly position stood to 
his credit so boldly that the true friends 
of labor looked c pon him then, as they 
do to-day, with high regard and as a 
courageous champion. 
A few days later, 
while guarding the property of the I nited 
States from any possible assaults by the 
criminal das-es, who always seize upon 
the tim e of greet uprisings to ply their 
vocation 
of 
plundering, 
the railroad 
striking 
workmen 
of Indianapolis ap­ 
plauded his action, since they did not 
wish property destroyed nor a mob to 
seize upon the arms in the armory any 
more than did any 
good 
citizen 
of 
Indianapolis. 
It 
was 
while 
doing 
this 
guard 
duty to which 
Governor 
W illiams called him, that he declared in 
response to nervous appeals of hot-headed 
people to bring on a conflict, that] lie 
would never assault his neighbors except 
it hecame necessary to maintain the majesty 
of the law. 
Such a spirit denotes the man 
of clear conceptions of duty, of a gentle 
heart, of firm purpose, of broad humanity- 
and pure motives. 
Still, a few day later, 
General Harrison walked into Court, and 
of his own motion and without suggestion 
or solicitation, petitioned the Court to sus­ 
pend judgm ent and let the railroad work, 
ers who had been arrested and convicted 
for preventing the operation of a road, go 
free, since the dignity of the law had been 
maintained, and it was not the part of 
humanity to punish the defendants, who 
were hard-working men of honest purpose, 
when the end of the law had been accom­ 
plished. 
And the Court, on this petition, 
set the men at liberty. 
No wonder they 
flocked about him and shook his hands 
ami cheered the veteran soldier for his 
gallant friendship; no wonder that they 
went to the polls later and gave him such 
aid that he ran thousands of votes ahead 
of the ticket he led unwillingly—because 
he did not want the office—and after an­ 
other leader had beeu withdrawn. 
These 
acts we have recited stand to the eternal 
credit of General Harrison, and explain 
why it is that because of them, and his 
uniform friendship for labor, he is so widely 
popular in his State. 
No wonder that Mr. 
Ferguson of Indianapolis, now visiting in 
California, declares that he was the most 
popular of men with railroad workers in 
1S77. 


A STBANGE CASE. 


\\ e cannot understand why, under the 
English laws, with which the people of 
America are, as a rule, tolerably familiar, 
the TVmcs-Pamell letters were admitted in 
the trial of O’Donnell. There was no 
proof offered that they were written by 
Parnell, after the objection was taken to 
them, except the assertion of the Tim as 
proprietor that he received them from one 
whose name could not he safely disclosed. 
If in this statement of the case we are cor­ 
rectly advised, the Court's extraordinary 
admission of the letters must be adjudged 
as in violation of the principles of com­ 
mon justice. 
The Times publishers would 
not testify as to who gave them the letters, 
and yet the Court permitted their produc­ 
tion and refused to allow the producer to 
be examined as to the source from which 
the letters came into his possession. 
The 
simple reply of the Times that to disclose 
the name of the person would expose him 
to bodily harm and possibly assassination, 
is an excuse that we cannot comprehend 
an American Court accepting. 
If the plea 
of the Times was true, then the letters 
should not have been produced at all. 
Clearly it was the right of the defense to 
probe for the source of the production of 
the letters and to know if it was identical 
with the right of custody of the letters. 
Now comes Mr. Pam ell and charges, with 
an emphasis that admits of no doubt, 
that 
the 
letters 
are 
forgeries, 
and 
he challenges 
the 
Times 
for oppor­ 
tunity to 
prove 
it. 
W ith remarkable 
lack of concealment of kis line of proof 
he proceeds to lay it bare and tell why the 
signatures are forged—because ten years 
ago he changed his signature and lias 
never since used the old one, as tho re­ 
cords show is itrue, while 
the 
letters 
are signed apparently with ithe abandoned 
signature. 
O lber proofs of -strong charac­ 
ter he offered, and promised, if given the 
opportunity, to establish by expect and 
even stronger testimony that the docu­ 
ments are forged. The Government re­ 
fuses Mr. Parnell a .committee of investi­ 
gation. 
Probably i t th is it is justified by 
strict rule, since it is tru e that it is a m at­ 
ter of which the Courts can take jurisdic­ 
tion. 
But it was the part of unwisdom for 
the Government tore&ue Parneli the inves­ 
tigation— it amounts to a confession of the 
weakness of the Times case and the strength 
of the defense of Pam ell. 
The question 
has a wholly distinct character apart 
from any political issues between the Cror- 
ercm ent and the Home Itelers, as one of 
law and of common justice. 
The greatest 
of newspapers publishes damaging letters, 
purporting to be written by 
Parnell, 
which, if true, subject him to trial for 
criminal offenses ; he denounces these s* 
forgeries; they are admitted in evidence 
by a Coart on the trial of an Irish agita­ 
tor ; the Government refuses to investigate 
the m atter though the letters are polit­ 
ical and the assailed party is a legislator. 
Iu this strait nothing is left Parnell but 
to proceed against the Times in the Courts, 
w ith the prospect of a long and exhaust­ 
ing litigation at an expense he is not 
able 
to 
meet.

M rs. Lem er, the m other of th e girl who 
m arried Jam es K ing, the m an convicted of 
bigam y and sentenced to three years in the 
State Prison at Folsom , says th at a cum ber 
of th e statem ents m ade by K ing to a 
R e c o rd U n io n reporter on Friday last are 
false, and she produced docum entary evi­ 
dence to prove h er assertion. 
A m ong 
other things, K ing told the reporter th at he 
never received the letter from his first wife 
w hich was produced in Court against him , 
but th a t it had been received and opened 
by Mrs. Lemer, at the house. T his the lady 
positively denies, and yesterday show ed 
the reporter the envelope in w hich the let­ 
ter cam e to King, it having been left at 
her house with a num ber of letters anil 
other things belonging to King. 
It was 
addressed to K ing at the W estern Hotel 
and Mrs Lem er says he received it there 
and brought it over to her hotme, w here he 
told them about it and appeared very blue 
over it. 
In this letter his wife inform ed 
him th at she had never been m arried to 
anyone but him . 
T his letter, she says, 
was received on Saturday and on the fol­ 
low ing Tuesday he was m arried to her six­ 
teen-year-old daughter. 
K ing also stated th at w hile he was room ­ 
ing at Mrs. Lsm er's he kept the house in 
nearly everything. 
T he lady says th at he 
not only did nothing tow ards the snpporl 
of the fam ily but th at he did n ot even pay 
for his w ashing and room rent. 
In regard 
to his statem ent tiiat she gave her consent 
to h er daughter's m arriage she says th at 
she told K ing positively th at she would not 
give her consent until M attie was eighteen 
years old, w hich w ould be in two years. 
H e m arried th e child against h er protest 
and as soon as she found it out she took 
steps to break it up and have him punished 
for the «rim e he had com m itted.

This depot is some 600 feet in length, and 
scarcely affords room for handling the im ­ 
m ense quantity of fruit th at is shipped 
from this point. 
Opposite this depot, w ith 
side tracks leading up to its front, is Mc­ 
C reary’s three-story brick roller ilourlng 
m ills,turning out 500 barrels of flour per day. 
A djoining the fruit depot, extending north 
som e 300 feet, is the freight shed for the 
Southern

steam ers.

On arriving at Second street 
the reporter started up th at street en 
route 
to 
the 
railroad shops, 
passing 
the large wholesale establishm ent of H all, 
L uhrs it Co. 
Ju st after crossing 1 street 
the reporter pointed out the Pioneer Mills, 
just at this end of the Yolo bridge, where 
500 barrels of flour are m ade every day. 
Passing through the railroad depot they 
entered the Southern Pacific shops, where 
2,650 m en are at work. 
These shops cover 
several acres of ground, and are being en­ 
larged fully one-third. 
H ere the visitor 
held up his hands aud exclaim ed : *■ I see 
it all now. 
Y ou have show n m e m ore real 
business, m ore activity, m ore progressive- 
ne?s, in this half-hours’ w alk than I ever 
before witnessed in the sam e length of tim e 
in m y life. 
1 now no longer w onder at the 
progress and prosperity of your city, and 
can understand w hat gives your people 
such confidence in her future.’ W ith your 
river on one side and railroads running in 
every direction ; w ith your superb clim ate, 
your fruit and natural resources, you can­ 
not be excelled.” 
A fter spending a half-hour am ong the 
shops, w here they are building scores of 
locom otives and hundreds of cars, the 
stranger strolled back to th e Golden Eagle, 
and accosting the proprietor, said : - joe, 
there’s no flies on this people, and there is 
nothing ephem eral about Sacram ento."

A bout 8 o’clock last night a large crowd 
of people was attracted in front of No. 624 
J street by a difficulty betw een M yer Clark 
and Jacob W olf, who have been running 
the cigar store at th at place for som e time. 
W olf was in possession of the place, and 
attem pted to prevent Clark, w ho claim ed to 
be partner in th e concern, from entering. 
T he crowd filled the store and th e sidew alk 
in front, and business was 
suspended. 
C lark went to the station-liouBC and wanted 
io have an officer sent up to p ut him in 
possession, but the officers declined to take 
any hand in the trouble unless a com plaint 
was filed. 
Officers Able and Ash w ent up 
to the place, however, and kept an eye on 
the subsequent proceedings. 
W hen Clark 
returned he pushed his way behind the 
counter and invited his attorney, Clinton 
L. W hite, to go in. 
As soon as Mr. W bite 
w ent behind the counter W olf left, and 
he 
and 
bis 
attorney, 
E . 
C. 
H arr, 
went to the station-house, where W olf 
swore to a com plaint charging Clark 
with a disturbance of the peace. 
T he w ar­ 
ran t was issued aud placed in th e bands of 
officer Able, who im m ediately served it on 
C lark. 
A friend put up a deposit of *50 
for him and he was released. W olf wanted 
the store closed up a t once, and Clark 
w anted som eone to rem ain in th e store 
during the night. 
After considerable dis­ 
cussion, both parties agreed to have the 
plaoe closed and the keys left in the hands 
of er-P olice Judge W . A. H enry. 
It was 
theu half-past 3 o’clock, but a num ber of 
people were still hanging round waiting 
further developm ents. 
Each of the m en has his story to tell, 
and of course each claim s to be in the 
right. Clark says th at he was placed in 
charge of the concern by Sam uel G insburg 
and th at he took W olf into a partnership 
w ith him on the 31st of M arch; th at the 
partnership papers were draw n un by W 
A. H enry and set forth the am ounts each 
was to draw out of the busines?. 
They 
worked together under this partnership un­ 
til about tw o weeks ago. w hen W olf tried 
to get him out by threatening to have him 
arrested for perjury in m aking an applica­ 
tion for som e G overnm ent land when he 
was n o ta citizen. 
H e says that be did 
m ake an application, but finding th at he 
was not entitled to il had abandoned it. 
W olf says th at h e has worked ud the 
business. and that it was bis intention to 
take Clark in ss a partner as soon as C ark 
was free to do business, C lark's petition in 
insolvency being yet unsettled in the Su­ 


perior Court. T he paper draw n u p by 
Judge H enry, he say9, was not a partn er­ 
ship agreem ent, b ut sim ply a private a r­ 
rangem ent betw een them to secure Clark a 
certain am ount of th e receipts for his serv­ 
ices until they should go into partnership. 
In the m eantim e, som e tw o weeks ago, San 
Francisco creditors were 
pressing them 
and Clark w ithdrew from the business aud 
he em ployed him at a salary. C lark failed 
to w ork on several days last week and did 
not appear at th e store this week until 
last night, and he concluded he did not 
w ant him any more. 
H e therefore refused 
him adm ission behind the counter and 
he forced his w ay in.

THE WINE ItDLSTRY. 


W h at is Being; D one in T h a t L in e iu T h is 
C ity—T h e E a g le W in ery . 
One of th e leading industries in C alifor' 
nia is the grow ing of grapes aud the m anu­ 
facture of w ine. 
In nearly every portion 
of the State these two go together, and 
where you find an extensive vineyard, 
there you also find im m ense w ine cellars. 
In this county are som e m am m oth vine­ 
yards, th at of th e N atom a Com pany alone 
containing upw ards of 2.500 acres of bear­ 
ing vines. 
U ntil last season the grapes of 
this im m ense vineyard were sold to outside 
parties, hundreds of carloads of table grapes 
going to the E astern m arket, w hile the re­ 
m ainder of the crop was shipped to local 
w ineries and distilleries, where it was m ade 
into w ine and brandy. 
In M arch, 1880, M. S. Nevis built the 
Eagle W inery, on th e south half of the 
block bounded by O and 1’, Eighteenth and 
N ineteenth streets. 
T he m ain structure, 
w hich is a two-story brick w ith a basement, 
faces on Eighteenth street, and in size is 
66x120 feet. 
It is a tine structure, covered 
w ith a corrugated iron roof and fitted np 
quite expensively. 
South of the m ain 
building is his sherry room, w ith brick 
floors, cem ented ceiling and walls, and 
fitted up w ith steam pipes throughout. 
Those who have visited the premises say it 
is one of the m ost com plete and convenient 
wineries on the coast, aud to m ake it so the 
proprietor has not taken into consideration 
tim e nor expense. 
A call at the Eagle W inery yesterday 
found Mr. Nevis engaged in bottling claret 
and R iesling wine for export. 
H e m akes 
over tw enty different kinds of wines, and 
so far has found a good m arket both at the 
East and in San Francisco. 
H e owns no 
vineyard, but purchases all the wine grapes 
raised in this vicinity and in som e parts of 
Y olo and El Dorado counties, w ith the ex­ 
ception of w hat is bought by the winery 
near G uthrie's station. lie says since start­ 
ing up this w inery he has m ade the fal­ 
low ing am ounts annually : In 1880, 35,000 
gallons; 1881, 60,000; 1882, <10,000; 1883, 
100,000 ; 1884, 75.000 ; 1885, 100.000 ; 1886, 
250,000; 1887, 150,000. 
Lust year the grape crop was not so heavy 
as the year before, but this season the crop 
will be fully as large, if not larger, than 
that of 1886. 
H e expects to m ake this 
year in his two w ineries over 500,000 gal­ 
lons of sherry, w hite wines, ports and 
clarets. 
Last season he purchased the block 
bounded by Tw cnty-tirst and Tw enty-sec­ 
ond, R and S streets, and has erected one 
of the m ost extensive w ineries on the 
Coast. 
T he structure is brick, two-story 
and basem ent, and in size 170x170. 
A side 
track from the railroad comes directly intu 
the cellar so th at grapes com ing in and 
wines and brandies going out 
can be 
handled w ith the least expense. 
H e has 
here larger sherry room s 
than in the 
Fighteenth-street place, tw o large stills, 
and the entire place is filled w ith latest 
and m ost com plete m achinery know n to 
the trade. 
Mr. Nevis says th at tw elve years ago 
there was but little wine trade. 
T here was 
scarcely any hom e consum ption, and the 
Eastern m arket am ounted to but little. 
D uring the past eight years the dem and fur 
w ine has increased over 200 per cent., and 
there is a m arket for all th at can be pro­ 
duced, though the prices at this tim e are so 
low th at there is very little profit to the 
m anufacturer. 
H e attributes the dull m ar­ 
ket aud low prices in a large degree to the 
vine growers. F or some years they received 
from the wine m akers— professionals who 
understood their business—from $20 to $25 
per ton for their grapes. 
T his was a h an d ­ 
som e profit, a good vineyard yielding a 
profit ranging all the way from $150 to $200 
per acre. How ever, the vineyardist was not 
satisfied. 
H e w anted to m ake it all. 
He 
built his cellar, bought his vats, crushed 
his grapes and m ade his wine. 
T he next 
season he had his vats all full and another 
crop to be crushed. 
The wine m ust be 
sola to m ake room for the new crushing. 
It was throw n upon the m arket, shipped 
E ast, was inferior in quality, sold for wliat 
it w ould bring and, of course, dam aged the 
reputation of the State and bronght down 
the price of the good article. 
Mr. Nevis 
says he is not one of those who believe in 
over-production, but at the present tim e he 
thinks the acreage of vines is all th at can 
he handled at this tim e w ith profit. 
He, 
however, says th at the w ine trade of this 
State m ust continue to increase annually, 
and at no distant day the wines of France, 
Italy and Spain will not he found in the 
Am erican m arket. 
“ I d o n 't say this be­ 
cause we can sell them cheaper, but because 
we m ake a better article. 
T here is no 
country in the world to-day th at can m ake 
or does m ade as line sherrry and port as 
California, and as to clarets and white 
wines they cannot com pare w ith us.”
